Tonu., February 21, 1827, and is a sou 
of William and Martha Willard. On 
the paternal side the family is o: 
English 
and 
Scotch origin. 
Mr. 


Willard's grandfather fought ia the 
Sevolutioiiary war, after which he 
was granted a pension by the govern- 
men. He lived to be 105 years old. 
In the spring of 1830 William Willard 
Jr. moved his family to Morgan coun- 
ty, 111., and entered from the govern- 
ment 320 acres of land. 


J. G. Willard spent tho early part 


of his life in Morgan county. He se- 
cured an education in a primitive log 
school houee. On March 28, 1813, Mr. 
Willard was marriel to Miss Aliff C. 
Averitt The latter is a daughter of 
Nathan aud Mary Averitt, the former 
a native of Kentucky aud the latter of 
Tennessee, who were pioneer settlers 
of Morgan county, where they located 
m 1830. 


Mr. aud Mrs. Willard had two chil- 


dren, tut one died in infancy. The 
other is James Monroe Willard, a 
well known citizen of Decatur. 


Upon their marriage Mr. and Mrs. 


Willard began domestic life in Morgan 
county. They located 011 a farm and 
remained there until 1855, -when Mr. 
Willard sold his property in that coun- 
ty and came to Macon county, where 
he has since made his home. He pur- 
chased a farm of 320 acres in Harris- 
towu township. 
His financial re- 


sources increased until now his posses- 
sions aggregate 710 acres, a portion of 
which is adjacent to the village of 
Harristown.

She goes on the theory that there is 
always some one who does not know 
even the first principles of the culinary 
art and therefore is explicit and care- 
ful even in the most minute detail*. 
She says the average 
cook trusts 


almost entirely to 
luck. She has 


learned in a haphazard way and if she 
makes a failure of a dish she simply 
tries it over again, hoping for better 
luck 
the next time. 
She is iiot 


accurate in her measurements and has 
no system so that when she has made 
a failure she does not know wherein 
she has failed and what she must 
guard against to prevent a repetition. 
She does not tell her audience What 
they shall cook, but how they shall 
cook. Some persons thrive oil what 
would be another person's poison. 
There are certain general rules that 
must be followed, bnt everyone must 
judge for themselves. Mrs. Arm- 
strong objects to too much fried food 
but thinks it is senseless to give up a 
dish that has always agreed with you. 
just because it has not agreed with 
someone else. Her idea is that the 
first principles mnst be learned and 
then the modern conveniences, tut 
receipts, and standard supplies most 
be employed to obtain the deiired re 
suits. 
Bread is her hobby and she 


thinks that if 
good bread were a 


possibility in every family the natural 
craving for pie and cako would be 
greatly 
diminished. 
She .told tbe 


young ladies present that if they 
desired to have soft white handg they 
must take to bread making. 


The audience is at perfect liberty^to 


ask questions and the diicuaiions fol- 
lowing the preparation of a certain 
dish were the inos.t interesting part of 
the 'lesson. Printed receipts are given 
oat to those in attendance. The sub- 
jects for tlie talk today were : Broiled 
s,teak, New England muffins, macaroni, 
inelanaise, spice cako and chocolate.

In the greet hurricane that Bwep*. 


ice sotiihern islands of the Lesser An- 
tilles in September last many ships 
n-ere torn from their anchorages in the 
roadsteads and das-hed by tie wind and 
ivaves against the shore, where they 
were completely wrecked. The waves 
resulting from great hurricanes are 
tomettmes very high, but are hardly 
romparable with the tremendous waves 
that occasionally result from subma- 
rine earthquakes. 


The people of Kingston, Jamaica, 


never grow weary of telling tourists 
jf the terrible disaster that over, 
whelmed the settlement near there 
three centuries ago. 
The place was 


called Port Koyal, and stood on a sandy 
spit south of where Kingston now 
Etancs. 
An earthquake shock raised 


waves mountain high, and every house 
in the settlment was buried to its roof. 
\11 the skipping in the roadstead was 
carried on the top of the waves and 
hurled againat the town, helping to 
make the destruction more terrible. 
Nearly all the persons who escaped 
were saved by clinging to the wreck* 
age, 
and as the water subsided they 


were carried on board a frigate that 
had been carried attore and deposited 
on the ruins of a lot of houses that had 
tood close together. 
Only 10 years ago aeide-wheel steam- 


boat was borne three miles inland on 
he coast of Sumatra by a wave ovet 
100 feet in height that resulted from 
he terrible eruption that destroyed 
most of the island and mountain of 
[irakatau, in Sunda strait. Th -vessel 


on board about 20 excursionists 


from I3ata\ia, who were bound for the 
neighborhood of the iirakatau volcano, 
which had been in ml'.o eruption for 
a number of weeks. 
They landed on 


the little island, little dreaming that 
two hours later two-thirds of it would 
je blov^n into the air as though shot 
from a gun. 
After spending a couple 


of hours around the island, the party 
steamed up the deep, narrow bay of 
Lainpong, and it is supposed that the} 
anchored for the night in front of the 
big town of Telokh-Betong, which is 
one of the largest settlements on the 
south coast of Sumatra. The ill-fated 
party- was never beard of again, nor 
«ere any of thJr bodies recovered. It 
is wpposed that when the great crush 
and the resulting wave came the boat 


« turned over and over like an egg 


shell as it was swept inland through 
forests and jungles and deposited up- 
right on its keel three miles from the 
coast. 
It had every appearance of 


ach rough usage when it was found 
;ome months later. 
The machinery 


and furniture were badly broken, and 
were strewn about in the greatest con- 
fusion. 
Xot a vestige remained of 


the villages that lined the water edge. 
Awhile ago the hulk of the httJesteam- 
er was still star.diig, battered and 
uroken, though as erect as when she 
plowed the ch<mnel. She was still one 
of the most curious and interesting 
relics of the greatest ^Icano erup- 
tion of modern times. 


A considerable number of vessels have 


been borne inland alorg the coasts of 
Ecuador and Peru by earthquake waves, 
eome of wli.eh have undoubtedly trav- 
eled ihousaEdsof miles beforereaching 
the coast. 
In the deep ocean these 


earthquake waves are so long and low 
that their passage beneath a vessel is 


etimfb .ilmovt imperceptible; but 


when they reach sioal uater as laud 
Ls approached the wavegbeeotru short- 
er and higher, ar/d the-ir arrival at the 
ihore is indicated by an abnormal rise 
of the water above the usual level, 
which hasoccai.ionaiiy reached aheight 
of 200 feet and mere.—>J. Y. Sun.
